Pursuant to the passage of an ordi- 
nance passed by the village board the 
second day of August, 1910, requiring 
the Soo Line officials to construct and 
maintain gates'at railrood crossings in 
the village of Antioch, Assistant Super- 
intendent Urbahns of the road arranged 
for a meeting with a committee of the 
Village Board Wednesday afternoon of 
thiB week. 

The committee consisted of B. F. 
^aber, Geo. Webb and Ray Hubbard 
together with the village president Dr. 
E. H. Ames. At the meeting, the 
Tood agreed with the village officers 
regarding the need of a protection at 
•the depot crossing, and also . the great 
need of a. new and more adequate depot 
and stated that it was his belief that 
the company would sooner erect a new 
and better depot, and that on the west 
side of the track than to construct 
crossing gates. 

This proposition of building a new 
<lepot on the west side of the track met 
■with the approval of the trustees, and 
the superintendent promised to do all 
in his power to bring the change about. 
He further explained to the commit- 
tee that on the third dayof next month 
anew fast train is to be installed, .which 
will Btop in Antioch, on signal, for 
Chicago passengers. 

This train going south % will leave 
Antioch at about 7:15 and [y/\\\ arrive 
in Chicago at 9:00 o'clock a. m., north- 
bound it will leave Chicago at 7:00 
o'clock and will arrive at Antioch at 
about 8:30 p. m. 

Rumors in regard to Antioch having 
the service of a fast train have been 
afloat for some time but on account of 
the question having been bo often agita- 
ted very little credence has been given 
to the report, but now that one of the 
officials of the. company has confirmed 
the report and given us facts' and 
figures it looks aa though we were to 
be recognized at last. 

A better train service Is the one 
thing that the residents of Antioch and 
vicinity have been, in need of for a 
long time and its inauguration will.- cer- 
tainly meet with the hearty approval 
of the many patrons of the road. 



The Board of. Supervisors the last 
thing Monday evening, by a good ma- 
jority, voted to confirm the contract 
made last spring with Young & Com- 
pany for auditing the books of county 
officers for a consideration of $3,800. 

The auditors Tuesday morning tele- 
phoned that they would have men on 
the job Wednesday morning and will 
rush the work to completion. This is 
the firm which started work last spring 
on the job but was summarily stopped 
after certain supervisors had insisted 
the price was too high and intimated 
that the company's reliability was in 
question because of developments in the 
city of Chicago-Chicago Telephone 
Company audit in which it was Bhown 
the auditors were working in the inter- 
ests of both corporations there. 

The fact that minority member of the 
aijdit committee, Graham of Grant, had 
received oilers to audit for prices rang- 
ing from $2,300 to $2,800, from con- 
cerns he regards just as reliable as 
Young & Company and that the board 
did not even see fit to hear those bids 
read, caused much incense. He said of 
the matter: ftlust why they have 
taken this stand' after we have got 
the bids for cheaper price, I cannot 
understand. I shall insist on having 
the bids read tomorrow. I also intend 
see to it that, in the future, the board 
is placed on record on aye and nay vote 
that the public may see how the respec- 
tive members vote on the matter of 
spending the moneys. They curtail in 
some things and then overlook things in 
larger items." i 

The request for $300 from the dairy- 
men for use in the tubercular test of 
cows was left over Jto December; $75 
was appropriated for the farmers' in- 
stitute.

Federal spies, to the number of fifty 
or more, are now in Lake county, es- 
pecially at Lake Forest, uncovering 
every movement of George Fitzgerald 
suspected of the $173,000 subtreasury 
"theft three years ago in Chicago, from 
the timeof the theft down to the pres- 
ent. 

They are* also shadowing his friends 
and acquaintances, and the latter are 
getting. so uneasy at the constant sur- 
veillance that they dodge at shadows, 
and hear signals in every breeze that 
blows. 

Saturday, at the Gordon Brothers' 
store in Lake Forest, a man who 
claimed he was a life insurance agent 
invaded the store, and began to cross- 
question in regard to the Gordons' con- 
nection with the Fitzgerald case. 

"You're a tin star, and not an insur- 
ance agent, aren't you?" angrily de- 
manded Gordon. 

"That's what I am," said the in- 
surance agent. ' 

"You get out of here right away, or 
I will not answer for you, tin star or 
not," shouted Gordon, and the man left 
It is said that every one whom Fitz- 
gerald knew even slightly is being 
shadowed, and that Lake. Forest's pa t 
alone in the drama of the $173,000 
would make several dime novels. 

Declaring he is anxious for imme- 
diate vindication, George W. Fitzgerald, 
former federal employe, charged with 
stealing $173,000 from the Chicago sub- 
treasdry, Saturday, prepared to visit 
United States District Attorney Sims' 
office and demand an immediate trial. 
He alBO Baid he would renew his fight 
for the return of papers taken from 
him at the time of his arrest. 

District Attorney Sims denied that 
the grand jury that indicted Fitzgerald 
had returned other secret indictments 
in connection with the case.

By one vote Monday at the meetingof 
the Republican county central 'com- 
mittee at the Court house at two, Rob- 
ert Conolly was defeated for county 
central chairman by William S. Bullock, 
former moyor, of Waukegan who is^now 
the Lake county Republican central 
committee chairman. 

Bullock has been openly in the field 
ever since the ' opened primary 
day and with seven in Waukegan in 
favor of him, gained enough county 
support later to put the deal through. 
The Chief of Police, who now retires as 
county chairman, filed the office at the 
head of county Republicans with satis- 
factions to every one. 

E. Wayne Colby, Libertyville, attor- 
ney, was chosen secretary, tying with 
Frank Eddy of Waukegan on the first 
ballot and latter winning by two, show- 
ing close centests throughout the ses- 
sion. 

The meeting is still on, the delegates 
choosing other delegates to the state 
senatoral and congressional conventions. 
■ Eight Democratic delegates attended 
the Democratic county central meeting. 
There was no call for this meeting, as 
in the case of the Republican meeting, 
but the primay law providers that the 
committeemen shall meet the first Mon- 
day after the primaires, so the delegates 
should have known what was doing, it is 
maintained. 

'Daniel A Grady was elected county 
Democratic chairman, William Ward 
secretary, and Messrs. Grady, Peter 
McDermott, Ward, A. G. Mather, Geo. 
Jackson, and Tom Graham delegates to 
the State Democratic convention. 

Before adjournment the Republican 
county central committee adopted this 
resolution: 

"Resolved, That the regular nomi- 
nees of the Republican party at the 
primaries held September 15, 1910, be 
and are declared by this convention to 
be the regularly nominated candidates 
of the Republican party and entitled to 
the support of the Republican party at 
the election to be held in November and 
these committeemen are instructed to 
work for their success."

The attention of business and pro- 
fessional .men in all portions of the 
country has been, attracted to a strik- 
ingly strong, article by Col. George 
Harvey In tho September Issue o/r'the 
North American Review in \thwa the 
writer takes a view of the greatest 
hopefulness for the. future of America 
and Americans.

But, If It bo 
true that fundamentally the condition 
of the country Is sound, must we 
necessarily succumb to despondency, 
abandon effort looking to retrieval 
and crlngo like cravens beforo clouds 
that only threaten? Rather ought 
wo not to analyzo conditions, search 
for causes; find the root of the dis- 
tress, which even now exists only In 
men's minds, and then, after tho 
American fashion, apply such rem- 
edies as seems most likely to produce 
beneficent results? 

Capital and Labor Not Antagonistic. 

"The Link that connects labor with 
capital is not broken but we may not 
deny that it is less coheslvo than It 
should bo or 'than conditions war- 
rant Financially, tho country is 
stronger than ever beforo In its his- 
tory. Recovery from a panic so 
severe as that of threo years ago was 
never before so prompt, and compara- 
tively complete. ■ The masses are 
practically free from debt Money Is 
hold by tho banks In abundance and 
rates are low. 

"Why, then, does capital pause 
upon the threshold of investment? 
The answer, wo believe, to bo plain. 
It awaits adjustment of tho relations 
of government to business, • • • Tho 
sole problem consists of determining 
how government can maintain an 
even balance between aggregations 
of Interests, on the one hand, and tho 
whole people, on the other, protect- 
ing the latter against extortion and 
saying the former from mad assaults. 

*'Th"e solution 1b not easy to find 
for the simple reason that the situ- 
ation is without precedent. But is 
not progress being made along sane 
and cautious lines? • • • 

Conserve Common Sense. 

"Is not' the present, as wo have 
seen, exceptionally secure? . What 
then, 'of preparations for tho future? 
Patriotism is the. basis of our insti- 
tutions. And 'patriotism In the minds 
of .our youth is no longer linked solely 
with fireworks and deeds of daring. It 
is taught In our schools. A new 
courso haB boon added — a course in 
loyalty. Methodically, our children 
learn how to vote, how to conduct 
primaries, conventions and elections, 
how to discriminate between qualifica- 
tions of candidates and, finally, how 
to govern as well as serve. They aro 
taught to despise bribery and all 
forms of corruption and fraud as 
treason. Their creed, which they are 
made to know by heart, is not com- 
plex. It is simple, but comprehen- 
sive, no less beautiful in diction than 
lofty in aspiration. Theso are tho 
pledges which are graven upon their 
memories: 

". "As It 1b cowardly for a soldier to 
run away from battle, so It Is coward- 
ly for any citizen not to contrlbuvs 
his share to the well-being of his 
country. America Is my own dear 
land; sho nourishes me, nnd I will 
lovo her and do my duty to her, 
whose child, servant and civil soldier 
I am. 

"As the health and happiness of 
ray body depend upon each muscle 
nnd nervo and drop of blood doing 
Its work in Its place, so tho health 
and happiness of my country depend 
upon each citizen doing his work In 
his place. 

"These young citizens are our 
hostages to fortune. Can we not 
safely assume that tho principles ani- 
mating their lives augur well for tho 
permanency of the Republic? Whon 
before have the foundation stones 
of continuance boon laid with such 
care and promise of durability? 

"Tho future, ; then, Jb bright And 
the present? But one thing Is need* 
ful. No present movement Is more 
laudablo than that which looks to 
conservation of natural resources. 
But let us never forget that the. great- 
est Inherent resource of tho Amer- 
ican people is Common Sense. Let 
that be conserved and applied with- 
out cessation, and- soon It will be 
found that all the 111b of which we 
complain but know not of are only 
such aa attend -upon the growing 
pains of a groat' and blessed country/

England and the United 8tates Now 

Turned Against Them— Efforts 

to Induce Them to Settle 

Down Unavailing. 



Washington. — Everywhere through* 
out tho civilized world the hand ^of 
mankind seems to bo raised agalnBt 
the gypsies. The last two refuges to 
which thoy betook themselves — the 
"United States and England — have sot 
their faces against them. Hereafter 
in England thoy are to be treated 
like common vagrants, without visible 
means of support, while In tho United 
StateB the immigration laws serve to 
debar them as Idle and dangerous 
nomads. 

Prance decided some years ago 
that tho gypsy was a public menaco 
and, in tho summary fashion of tho 
republic whon It makes up Its mind 
to a thing, expelled him as relentless- 
ly as it has expelled the monkB. 

Germany, which is a grim manufac- 
turing establishment, after all, sim- 
ply ordered Its thousands of sentinels 
along its bayoneted border to turn 
back every gypsy who showed his 
nose at the lino. 

Wrathful and perplexed, tho Rom- 
any moved on to Belgium; but hostile 
bayonets met theni there. Desperate, 
for thoy hato water like so many 
wildcats, thoy took to tho canals of 
placid Holland. But tho phlegmatic 
Dutchmen, every tradition of their 
plodding industry outraged at sight 
of tho gny wanderers, drove them out 
again. 

Meanwhile,' tho Balkans, where tho 
gypsy has over roamed as free ob any 
other bird of prey, havo begun to feel 
the call of Bottled prosperity — If Bal- 
kan politics >'ill ever give agriculture 
its chance — that attends tho lowing 
kino and the importation of Ameri- 
can reapers and binders. Sheep steal- 
ers and horse swindlers are impres- 
sing the flery-souled mountaineers 
less than they used to, and tho bars 
are being steadily raised against 
the gypsy, on tho ground that he is 
a common tramp, who contributes 
nothing to the country and doservos 
nothing from it. 

Transylvania, time put of mind, has 
been the gypsy's native heath. Tho 
hills and caves let him livo the life of 
the early troglodyte and the industri- 
ous among the population afforded 
him sustenance. But all Romany

can't Bubslst on the loot of Transyl- 
vania, nnd Hungary and Austria re- 
ceived tho first overflow. 

Maria Theresa a hundred and fifty 
years ago -had a brilliant Idea for 
squelching the dangerous nomads.- 
She provided dowerlcs for all gypsy, 
maidens who would marry her Aus- 
trian subjects. It was the most popu- 
lar move any empress ever made, es- 
pecially with the gypsy maidens. 
They applied for tho dowries In 
beautiful, bridal droves; got thom; 
and ran off with their gypsy hus- 
bands and lovers day after day, until 
Maria Theresa concluded that gypsy 
maidens were likely to prove unprofit- 
able Investments. 

Emperor Joseph n. thought he had 
them fixed forever whon ho gayo them 
houses and lands, seed, grain and 
farming Implements. Tho seeds were 
promptly eaten; tho houses became 
horse stables; tho Implements were 
sold, and' the owners moved on.. 

There are beltdvod to bo "300,000 of 
them In Austria and Hungary- still; 
lOO.uOu In Turkey; 150,000 In Russia; 
200,000 In Spain and Portugal; 50,000, 
in' Italy; 10,000 in tho United States, 
and several thousand In South Amer- 
ica, . to whoso broad pampas and rich 
plantations their nomad; fancy has 
boon turning for some years past In 
all, the whole race of gypsies, as 
known to the white, nations,* numbers 
fewer than a million; and the whole, 
mass of them is forever moving on. 

The great traveler and ethnologist, 
Sir Richard Burton, whose translation 
of .the Arabian Nights .has immortal- 
ized him, Is one of the few genuinely 
scientific men who have studied the 
origins of the gypsies: In a genuinely 
scientific; manner; Ho does j not ; con- 
demn them utterly, and is at pnlnB to 
note that tho race has, -at times, pro- 
duced men of real distinction. He 
quotes the families of the Hungarian 
Hunyadis,. the .Russian Tolstoys, the 
Scotch Moivilles, the Cassllls and the 
Contls In France under Louis, .XIV., 
nnd tho famous gypsy chief, Thomas 
'.Pulgar, who, In 1*190, gave BIbIiop Slgio* 
mund tho help he needed to beat back 
tho Turkish Invndnr from Kurope.

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HE first Idea of a "Liberia"— set- 
tlement of free negroes— arose 
with the foundation of the 1 Brit- 
ish colony of Sierra Leone. Aft- 
er the closo of the American 
War of Independence In 1783 It 
became necessary to provide for 
tho negro troops -who. had served 
Groat Britain faithfully In that 
* unhappy struggle. Thoy wero at 
first deported to Nova Scotla,:but 
had no placo there In the body politic of white 
men; thoy wero no longer slaves, but the Idea 
of granting tho suffrage to negroes was then 
displeasing to tho dominant race. There was 
also .tho problem of the, free Maroon negroes 
of Jamaica, who wero irksome to tho authori- 
ties In a land of slavery. So tho Idea of found- 
ing a freo negro stato or community in West 
Africa for tho reception .of enfranchised Amer- 
ican negroes camo Into being about 1784, and 
in 1787 tho colony of Sierra Leono was found- 
ed under a chartered company and taken over 
by tho crown In 1808. 

Early In tho nineteenth century the samo 
difficulty aroso In tho United' States, namely, 
tho presence of thousands of free . negroes 
whoso caso had not been sufficiently provided 
for by tho American Constitution. Somehow

Tho first 
president of Independent Liberia was Roberta,

V During the fifties and. Blxtles of the last cen- 
tury, the Amerlco-Llberlana did much to ox- 
plore the interior and enter Into treaty, rela- 
tionships with the native chiefs. But thirty 
years ago their administration began to .get 
Into financial difficulties. It la not an easy 
thing to create a well-ordored, well-governed 
state In tropical Africa without a consider- 
able capital to draw on. ConBlder for a mo- 
ment what Great' Britain has spent on Sierra 
Lebno-alnce 1787, and on tho Gold Coast wars, 
the opening up of Nigeria; or tho outlay of 
Franco^ on Senegambla or Dahomey; and then 
Imagine how the government of Liberia could 
without any reserve of capital bring law, order 
and civilization into a densely forested terri- 
tory nenrly, the size of England, with a prob- 
able population of over, a million warlike sav- 



tribes who for ages have been Isolated In that 
forest, and wore — and are — quite Ignorant of 
tho world outside their tribal land) wero quite 
willing to regard the Llbcrlans as tho ruling 
power on tho seashore. But they were very 
disinclined to obey orders from Monrovia If 
contrary to their own desires. 

Tho tribes farthest inland looked upon tho 
British and French— the ' "white men"— as ag- 
gressors who woro putting down . by forco a 
most lucrative slave 'trade, who were forcibly 
disclosing tho secrets of sacred streams like 
the Niger noar Its sources, who, In short, were 
not only to bo opposed, but whose organized 
territories offered a most profitable field for 
raids and robberies. More than this: tho Im- 
port of guns, gunpowder, rlfloa (above all) and 
alcohol was bolng restricted or forbidden by 
tho Europeans. Tho Liberlan coast, especially 
where It waa slenderly guarded by the Libe- 
rlan administration, offered the one loophole 
through which these forbidden goods might bo 
smuggled. Accordingly a great trade sprang 
up between theBO. ^uncontrolled hinterland 
tribes and tho Kru people on the coast, who 
affected a sort of detachment from the govern- 
ment by tho American-Negro republic. In 
theso ways the Liberlan hinterland became a 
positive source of danger and expense to tho 



British protectorate of Sierra Leono and th4 
French possessions of tho Sudan and Ivory Coast 
Consequently tho Liberlan government has 
been forced of late years to II vo somewhat beyond 
Its means In organizing a police and a marine, In 
occupying the Kru coast and In attempting to 
construct roads to places of Importance In tho 
interior. It has from time to time engaged Euro- 
pean officers for Its services; but whereas sorao 
of these engagements have been of noteworthy 
success, others havo been tho reverse, and it is 
difficult to locato tho blame. European capital 
Is somewhat shy of Liberia/partly owing to the 
turbulence of tho Interior natives (though this 
has been exaggerated, for white men very seldom 
really Incur danger from tho indigenes), but more 
on account of tho irresponsible fickleness of the 
legislature, which is given too much to tho hasty 
making and unmaking of laws and to conflicts of 
•opinion with the executive. 

Yet tho country 1b extremely rich. Its rocks 
and river valleys produce both gold and diamonds, 
some of the coast districts (especially in tho east) 
even give indications of the existence of bitumen, 
or oil-bearing strata, while the forests of the in- 
terior aro remarkable for their wenlth of rubber- 
bearing trees and. lianas, their ebony, African teak 
and "mahogany," and tho plassava fiber (derived 
from tho raphia palm), which Is used for bo many 
purposes connected with the making of brooms 
and brushes. Then there Is tho oil-palm, with Kg 
two kinds of oil, both valuable to commercer-the 
oil of tho husk and that of tho kernel. The 
extraction of this last and its great value for 
special Industries are said to havo been dis- 
covered some seventy-five years ago by an 
American negro, one of the early colonists of 
Liberia. A great deal was done by those freed 
slave settlers, for which they have never re- 
ceived sufficient credit

The 
country is not unhealthy in tho interior; It is 
the coast belt which, with Its eternal heat and 
moisture, Its very short dry seasons, and tor- 
rential ruins -. (conditions which suit admirably 
the cultivation of rubber, coffee and cacao) 
saps the YllaUty of residents not of African 
birth. And the hinterland, with Its superior 
conditions of climate, has already a some- 
what largo Indlgonoua population, who aro not 
eagor for foreign additions to their numbers.

Niagara Falls, N. Y. — Capt. Klaus 
Larsen Sunday in his motor boat Fer- 
ro made a successful trip through the 
."whirlpool rapids of Niagara,^- 

Because the engine was pdt out of 
order In the vicinity of the whirlpool 
ho did not go clear to Lewiston in the 
Ibout which, after leaving the pool, 
tariffed Into Dead Man's eddy near Ni- 
agara university, where it was swung 
,ito shore. Larsen was picked up by 
jan electric car and taken to Lewis* 
(ton, three miles further down stream, 
Jwhere his Injured arm was treated. 
'The boat was apparently undam- 
aged. . 

Starting at five o'clock, it took Lar- 
sen five minutes to roach the railway 
bridges and the next mlnuto his boat, 
the' Ferro, had ridden the first wave. 
Then came a frightful tumult of strike 
after strike. Never before had a mo- 
tor boat been In such a sea, but It 
was clear that Larsen was in control 
as the boat responded nicely to the 
• helm. He shot through the rapids and 
Into the pool like a fury and was soon 
being rushed across the great river 
pocket, having fallod to make tbo^out- 
let as he expected. Ho swung to the 
Canadian side and Into the driftwood. 
But from this he hurried away under 
power. He drove his boat away across 
to the New York side and swung out 
of the outlet. 

It was about this timo that the en- 
gine went wrong and ho drifted into 
an eddy near Niagara university be- 
low the Devil's hole. As the Ferro 
swung toward shore it seemed as 
though it would be beaten on the 
rocks, but people on shore prevented 
this and helped Larsen land. 

Speaking of his experience, he said: 

"I tell you those waves in the rap- 
Ids gave me some fierce hits. I 
thought they would beat my head off, 
but at no time did I fall to realize 
where I was and what was taking 
place. I had passed the worst of it 
when my boat failed to respond to her 
.power and I could easily have reached 
(Lewiston by drifting had I not been 
caught in that eddy."

Beverly, Mass. — No difference be- 
tween so-called "Progressives" and

Tho president's views to this effect 
are given In a letter from Secretary 
Norton to a Republican leader of 
Iowa, whose name 1b not disclosed. 

In. the letter Secretary. .Norton 
stated that while, Important Republic- 
an** legislation pending In congross 
was. opposed by certain Republican 
leaders, tho president" felt that his 
duty required him to withhold federal 
patronage from senators and repre- 
sentatives who seemed to occupy a 
position hostile to efforts to fulfill 
the pledges of the party platform. 

That attitude on tho pnrt of tho 
president ended, however, with tho 
more recent primary elections and 
nominating conventions to which the 
people have declared themselves, and 
tho president now looks upon "Pro- 
gressives" and "Regulars" alike as 
Republicans and as such entitled to 
his support and the support of tho 
party, and tho fall elections, Secre- 
tary Norton's letter says, must set- 
tle the question whether the differ- 
ences of tho last session of congress 
shall bo perpetuated or forgotten. 

Among thoso from whom. It is said, 
the president temporarily withheld 
federal patronage wero Senators La 
Folletto, Brlstow, Dolllver and Cum- 
mins and Representative Hubbard of 
Iowa. 



ROOSEVELT DEFIES HIS FOES 



Challenges Opponents to Come Out In 
Open and Fight — Warmly Com- 
mends Taft. 

Syracuse, N. Y. — Coming into a 
stronghold of tho opposition, former 
President Roosevelt boldly challenged 
the opponents of his political doctrines 
.to corao out in the open and fight 11 
they dared. He prophesied that if 
they did they would be beaten. 

The colonel also warmly commend- 
ed President Taft as a public official, 
and expressed his approval of a num- 
ber of tho accomplishments of the 
Taft administration. Ho did not In- 
dorse the administration as a whole. 
What ho did have to say, however, 
placed him on record for tho first 
timo in regard to many of tho more 
important features of it, breaking the 
silence which ho had maintained 
steadfastly on tho subject oxcept for 
his brief references to his successor 
made while ho was on his western 
trip.

London.— On the resumption of tho 
trial of Dr. Hawley H. Crlppen nnd 
his typist, Ethel Leneve, charged 
with the slaying of tho former's wife, 
Belle Elmore, the actress, Dr. William 
Henry Wilcox, scientific analyst to the 
homo office, who discovered poison In 
the body found in Crlppen's residence, 
went on tho witness stand and swore 
that death was caused by the deadly 
drug. 

The physician described tho nature 
of the medium used and said that 
from a quarter to half a grain would 
prove fatal. He had found two-sev- 
enths of a grain after a lapse of four 
to eight months, and judged that'more 
than half a grain had been adminis- 
tered. He found no other caueo of 
death' and expressed the opinion - that 
the victim survived tho dose an hour 
or more. 

Before Doctor Wilcox was called the 
crown introduced medical testimony 
to corroborate that given on Wednes- 
day by Prof. Augustus J. Pepper, 
pathologist of tho University of Lon- 
don, who 8 wore that tho body had 
been disfigured by ono familiar with 
tho science of anatomy. 

Tho grewsome exhibits and "tho un- 
pleasant chnrcter of the testimony 
at tho last session did not deter tho 
curious from struggling to got into 
the Bow street police court, nnd the 
section apportioned to tho public was 
crowded. 



CALEB PO WERS FOR CONGRESS 

IS NOMINATED BY REPUBLICANS 
IN 11TH KENTUCKY-DISTRICT. 



Served Eight Years In Prison for Com- 
plicity in Murder of Governor 
Gobel. - 



Lexington, Ky. — In ,tho pri- 
mary of tho ' ^Republicans of the 
Eleventh congressional district Caleb 
Powers, who for eight years was a 
state's prisoner on the charge of com- 
plicity in tho murder of Gov. William 
Gobel on tho streets of Frankfort Jan- 
uary 29, 1900, defeated Don C. Ed- 
wards, tho present Incumbent. 

Since Powers was freed by a pardon 
from Governor WlllBon, the moun- 
taineers havo stood by him, believing 
him to bo a political martyr and de- 
spite all influences that could bo 
brought to bear on him by tho fol- 
lowers of Edwards they returned Pow- 
ers the Republican nominee by a large 
majority. Money was spont freely on 
both sides, It Is Bald. 

The Indications are that when all re- 
turns are received' Powers will be 
nominated by 5,000. Much trouble 
was had at the polls among tho ad- 
herents of tho two principals and at 
Grapo Vino, Squiro Colwoll shot and 
killed John Holmes. Troublo aroso 
over tho election and tho killing re- 
sulted. 

• Tho fight for the nomination has 
been tho most bitter in tho history of 
Kentucky and it was feared that tho 
followers of Powers and Edwards 
would come to open conflict, but aside 
from tho troublo at Grapo Vine, no 
shooting occurred.

Agreement Between Opera Singer 

and New Yorker. 

New York. — Tho pro-nuptial agree- 
ment between Mme. Llna Cavalleri, 
tho opera singer, and Robert Wlnthrop 
Chanler, the terms of which havo 
been the subject of many divergent re- 
ports of disagreements between scion 
of the old Astor family and the Italian 
diva, was filed Friday in the register's 
office by counsel for tho singer.

Once, early In 
February, Miss Leneve mentioned hav- 
ing been at tho HUldrop-Crescent 
home of^the Crlppens to help the 
doctor search for a bank book which 
snowed an account of $1,000. A dia- 
mond tiara and rings had been found 
in tho houso and the doctor raised 
$850 on them. 

Ahout v tho middle of February, the 
witness said, Miss Leneve appeared 
In a "terrfying state of agitation." 
Her eyes seemed starting out of her 
head. Tho landlady Insisted on an ex- 
planation. 

"Would you bo surprised If I told 
you that It was the doctor and MIsb 
Elmore?" the witness quoted MIsb 
Leneve as sayjng. "He was the cause 
of my trouhle when you first knew 
me. She Is his wife, and when I see 
them go away together It makes mo 
roallzo my position as to what sho 1b 
and what I am." 

"What Is tho ubo of you worrying 
about another woman's husband?" 
Mrs. JackBon had asked. 

Miss Leneve answered: "MIbs El- 
moro has been threatening to go away, 
with another man. Doctor Crlppen 
has been waiting for her to do so, 
when ho would divorce nor."

. gio, in The Voter. 

Mr^. Morris in his article tolls of 
tho investigations nmdo by commis- 
sions of experts employed by tho elty 
of Chicago into tho subjoct of tele- 
phone charges, and from tho report of 
these exports shows that tho rates 
charged by tho company under the 
present' ordlnasco aro (900,0(10 a year 
less than they should bo. In view of 
this fact — a fact proven by tho city's 
experts— Mr. Morris asks: 

"Will tho council havo tho courage 
and fairness to increaso rates where 
they are found to bo too low, and If 
bo, will the public sustain tho city 
council la doing go?" 

Alderman Prlnglo is tho chairman 
of tho council sub-committee that Is 
now attempting to regulate tho tele- 
phono sorvico problem In Chicago, 
and his artlclp in Tho Voter may bo 
taken as an 'answer to that of Mr. 
Morris, and ho repllos In the afllrma- 
tlyo In practically all cases. 

Tho whole principle of municipal 
regulation will bo on trial In Chicago 
during tho next threo or four months, 
during which time tho tolophono rates 
will bo discussod and arranged for a 
flve-year period, and not only Is Chi- 
cago Interested In the subject, but the 
on tiro country, for the reason that the 
handling of tho question In Chicago 
will Bet tho pace In other communities. 

Referring to-tho report mado by tho 
commission of exports, Mr. Morris 
says: 

"Theso gentlemen spent some two 
years In their examination of the 
books and accounts of tho Chicago 
Telephone Company, and their report, 
as submitted to tho city controller, 
undoubtedly presents tho results of a 
thorough investigation of its opera- 
tions. It divides tho service furnished 
by tho corporation into twenty-six 
classes. On eight of them it appears 
there aro annual surplus earnings of 
$535,112, u while on the other Items 
there Is a shortage of $1,443,640, leav- 
ing a net deficit of $908,533/' ' 

Mr. Pringle,. In .Tho Voter, begins 
his article -with a statement of the 
growth of the telephone service In 
Chicago which shows the following:

Continuing Mr. Pringle says: 

"Tho ordinance under which the Chi- 
cago Telephone company la now op- 
erating was passed by tho Chicago 
city council on November C, 1907. 
This 1b a contract ordinance, and Is 
complex In Its nature and terms. 
Among other things, tho ordinance 
provides that tho city council may re- 
vise tho telephone rates for tho dif- 
ferent classes of servico after two and 
a half years from tho time of tho 
passage of tho ordlnnnco; tho end of 
tho two and a half years was reached 
on Juno C, 1910. . It is furthor pro- 
vided that, after tho first revision, the 
city council may revise rates from 
time to tlmo, such revision to take 
place not of tenor than oncd in five 
years. Under tho terms of the or- 
dinance tho city council is also given 

k tho right undor paragraph sovon to 
prosecute and rogulato methods of 
computing and colloctlng rates, etc. 
"Undor tho ordinance, tho city comp- 
troller shall, whenever tho . city de- 
Blros, secure from the telephone com- 
pany ■ data for tho assistance and 
guidance of the city council In the 
matter of rato making. - - 

"tuning tho year 1909 the city comp- 
troller, In co-operation- with tho- tele- 
phony, company," Installed a system of 

^accounting for the tolophono company 
and later the business of the , com- 
pany was analyzed upon this basis. 
Tho now system was designed to aB- 

' slst In furnishing the. city data as to 
the cost of operating the different 
classes of tolehonb Borvico. Prior, to 
this tho cost of tho different ••lassos 
of service had novpr.boon segregated. 
"When It Is known- that tho company 
furnishes 15 different classes of sorv- 
• Ice, It will readlly w understood; that the 
work of obtaining tho coBt of .each 
class In so tremendous a plant is very 
great. 

"D. C. & W. B. Jackson, engineers, 
and Arthur Young .& Co., accountants, 
acting as experts; in tho matter, and 
working undor the direction of the 
city, comptroller, prepared' a. report 
containing data on 'the above, which 
was submitted to .the city council on 
May 0, 19.10. The report - was. Im- 
mediately referred to t^o , committoe 
on gas, oil and oloctrlc; light" for the 
purpose of ■ aiding said -committee In 
its endeavor to fix an, equitable sys- 
tem of rato. As soon as tho report 
reached the committee, a number of 
public; meetings- were held/ at which 
meetings itpe report was taken up for 



discussion. At these meetings ap- 
peared certain representatives of the 
telephone company, among them B. B. 
Sunny, president, and A. 8. Hlbbard, 
genoral manager. After a full hear- 
ing before the coramlttoo it was de- 
cided by the committee that, while 
tho report was vory helpful and re- 
flected credit on Its compilers, it was 
not full enough and complete .enough 
to afford the committee sufficient data 
on which to proceed, at onco to rato 
making. 

"A .preliminary survey of tho field 
is being made from an analysis of tho 
company's income accounts and bal- 
anco sheets for each year of its op- 
oration. Those show or should show 
the earnings from operation and tho 
Income from sources other than op- 
eration, for each of tho sources of 
revenuo, and th*. operating expenses 
In detail, covering the expenditures 
for labor and supplies for each of tho 
major divisions of operation, such aa 
oxchange service, wlro plant expense, 
{raffle, goneral expenses, taxes, etc. 
The income account will be carried 
out bo as to show the deductions from 
not earnings for interest on funded 
indebtedness, on floating Indebted- 
ness, appropriations to reserves and 
for construction, dividends, etc., to 
the final surplus for tho year. The 
balanco sheets will be analyzed to 
show in detail tho company's assets 
and liabilities. ' 

"It -will bo necessary to obtain, for 
the purpose of thlB Investigation, tho 
cost of the company's plant used and 
useful In furnishing tho telephone 
servico in Chicago. This can be ob- 
tained largely' from a review of the 
construction stages of tho plant- 
shown by tho vouchers since tho first 
year of the company's existence. The 
coBt of furnishing sorvico with this 
plant will bo obtained from an analy- 
sis of tho company's operating ox- 
ponBcs for a reasonable period — prob- 
ably two years— which will likewise 
bo obtained from tho vouchors and 
original rocordo of the company. 

"The telephono company was re 
quested to provide a place whero Jts 
books of record and vouchors could 
bo analyzed with tho least Inconven- 
ience to It, and a large, well-lighted 
room was set aside for this purpose In 
tho company's building. Those en- 
gaged In tho work havo found it nec« 
ossary to mako many requests for 
company records and explanations of 
book entries, all of which, up to this 
time, havo been met with frankness 
and a generous spirit of co-operation. 

"A few weeks ago an articlo relating 
to telephone revision was given space 
in the World of Today, a well-edited 
magazine published In Chicago. The 
keynote of tho articlo seemed to be a 
query as to "whether the members of 
the committee would have sufficient 
stamina and Intelligence to enable 
them to be fair to the telephone com- 
pany. The writer also noticed an 
article similar In tone in Telephony, 
a technical publication, largely de- 
voted to telephone matters. Wo have 
also noticed the suggestion cropping 
out. in one or two other places. Tho 
writer foels buto that there Is no 
very good reason why tho general 
public should be impressed .with this 
point of view; there has not been 
much in the post that would cause 
one to bellovo that the Chicago Tele- 
phono company and other telephono 
companies aro not ablo to successful- 
ly care for their own interests; they 
have capable men who aro very loyal 
to tho interests of the company. 

"In the past it has nevor been es- 
pecially difficult to'got representatives 
of government to bo fair to public 
utility corporations. Thoro always 
has been consldorablo concern as to 
whothor tho representatives of gov- 
ernment would bo able to bo entirely 
fair to tho geuoral public. In this 
particular Instance thero is . no oc- 
casion for worry, This Investigation 
is to determine nil the facts and con- 
ditions with prejudice to no interest. 
If tho findings warrant an increase, 
this must be allowed. If they show 
a reasonable return on tho actual in- 
vestment, an Increase In rates would 
be unfair to the people of Chicago. If 
tho difficulty Ilea in an Incorrect dis- 
tribution of tho operating expensos 
.ovor tho different classes of service, 
or rates of an unscientific character, 
this should bo adjusted for the benefit 
of the servico. The thoroughness of 
tho work and tho Judicial temper of 
fairness of tho community and J.ho 
people of Chicago should not be ques- 
tioned until occasion -therefor a rises. 

"Whether public ''servico corpora- 
tions should submit to 'regulation by 
tho public is no longer a mooted ques- 
tion. Logic and'eurront history aro de- 
cisive in answer, - although- tho form 
nnd extent of such regulation are still 
opon to intelligent discussion. Creat- 
ed to serve the public, tho quasi-pub- 
lic corporation has justly been en- 
dowod with monopolistic power, in 
the • acceptance of which It must and 
does rocognlzo that 1b assumes 
doflnlto responsibilities which- ac- 
company the privileges received. It 
Is' required by its franchise to furnish 
adequate service at reasonable rates, 
for which the' public, from v whom this 
grant of exclusive power originated, 
1b entitled,. through its competent rep- 
resentatives, to a supervisory voice 
in the management 

"To assume that those franchise 
privileges are being, or will be 
abused, is to question the general In- 
tegrity of our : busjnoBs .methods, for 
abuse of power, is not essential to 
success In this field. To, believe that 
theso privileges n(ever are or' nevor 
wl|l bo -abused; is[ toj Bhow an ignor- 
.ance of the experience at Bomo time 
undergone br nearly all American 
cltleB."

Bokhara/ Asia, — At one time Samar-, 
kand m Russian Turkestan was as 
much tho source of power and influ- 
ence in the affairs of the world as 
London Is today; its architecture was 
as much admired as that of Paris or 
Vienna; its scholarship was as famous 
as that of Athens and its ecclesiastical 
•prominOnco a 8 great as that of Rome. 
Its universities were sought by stu- 
dents from every, corner of the earth, 
like those of- Germany are today, and 
pilgrims camo from every part of the 
Mohammedan world to worship at its 
shrine.

from the Volga and the Danube rivers 
to tho Ganges and from tho Indian 
ocean to tho polar sea. Tho tribute of 
a thousand tribes and the homage of 
soven-and-twenty conquered nations 
were laid at his feet here. But all this 
glory his departed and for five centu- 
ries Samarkand has been dying. 

All tllo imposing structures that 
once gave Samarkand Its reputation as 
tho finest city In Asia havo either \lla- 
appeared or are In an advanced stage 
of decoy and dilapidation. They have 
been almost entirely stripped of the 
adornments that made thorn famous, 
and tho earthquakes that occur every 
few years diminish the number of tur- 
quoise and azure domeB and tho dimen- 
sions of tho enameled walls, and in- 
crease tho heapB of debris which now 
cover tho ground. No effort has been 
made by the government or the priests 
or. the people to restore or even to ar- 
rest the ravages of time or to protect 
or preserve tho architectural monu- 
ments that havo stood here for ages 
against tho vandalB, tho earthquakes 
and other destructive agencies that 
havo made Samarkand a wreck of Its 
former magnificence. 

You would think there would be suf- 
ficient pride, pioty and patriotism in 
the Mohammedan world to perpetuate 
monuments and Institutions chiefly ec- 
clesiastic In their origin and purpose, 
but the same conditions appear In 
every country where Islam prevails, 
except In Constantinople, Cairo and 
one or two other cities. 

Islam is a dying religion. It has 
reached a hopeless stage of decay, If 
the appearance of its mosquos and* me- 
dresses, its shrines, the mausoleums of 
its saints, Its comotorieB and other pub- 
lic institutions may bo accepted as evi- 
dence. I havo .never seen a new 
mosque in any Mohammedan country, 
I do not know of ono that has been 
built within tho last century, and few 
havo boon repaired. Everywhere the 
Indifference is the samo; every whero 
the same degree of dilapidation may 
be found, even In tho most fanatical 
cities llko Bokhara and Damascus. 

Tho Persians used to coll Samar- 
kand the center of tho universe, tho 
hub, like Boston. It was tho Athens of 
Asia for learning and cuture, but a 
Babylon for extravagance and vice. 
The luxury and Immorality of Its 
rulers and. Its citizens was the cause 
Df. Its decay. Its population at the 
zenith of its glory was a million; now 
It has scarcely 176,000 inhabitants.
